Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claim 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Heikkinen et al. (WO 20004 1 43 1 ). 

In regarding to claim 1, Heikkinen teaches the step of controlling, in a base 
station transceiver, a header for a packet frame to be communicated between the 
base station transceiver and the network controller wherein a portion of the header 
identifies the frame as one containing no data packages (Page 9 Line 26-27, Page 
1 1 Line 29), and transmitting the frame to the network controller with the 
constructed header (Page 10 Line 32-33). 

In regarding to claim 2, Heikkinen teaches data bits of a header field contain 
a predetermined bit pattern for a frame including no data package (Page 9 Line 28). 

In regarding to claim 3, Heikkinen teaches the steps of dropping the 
information received by the base station from the mobile station and replacing the 
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header information with the specific bit pattern if a decoding metric passes a 
threshold (Page 1 1 Line 9-11). 

In regarding to claim 4, Heikkinen teaches the steps of dropping the 
information received by the base station from the mobile station and replacing the 
header information with the specific bit pattern if a CRC for the frame received 
from the mobile station fails (Page 1 1 Line 4-6).
